As a practical natter, the Board of Trustees 
are the controlling influence on nost college campuses. In nost 
Instances, the members of the Board of Trustees are not aware 
of the present trends of ihe New Left organizations and 
the specific connections between them and the Communist Party 
.members. and communist front organizations. 

' It is recommended that a document suitable for 

dissemination be prepared and sent to ^ all Boardsof Trustees 
revealing this connection between the New Left organizations 
and the communist movement within the United States. In this 
way, the Boards of Trustees would know the attitude, philosophy 
and trend oflBje.New Left groups and would be much more strict 
on these organizations. Since the members of the Boards of 
Trustees do not know the connection between the communist movement 
and the New Left organizatlonar, they .have adopted a lackadaisical 
attitude concerning the cpntCDl of thes^ ^^oups. 

It is felt that the most effective method of combating 
and disrupting the New Le'^ organizations is through the Boards 
of Trustees and cdlege administrators. Through the information 
furnished administrators, as outlined above, students can be 
expelled for disorderly conduct or other activities of the 
students which would eliminate the agitator and the problem of 
the New Left organizations.
